According to the Warchouss Regulations 
the owner of oil who is desirous of taking 
it from tho warekougo must produce’ not 
only an order for dolivery, but also hie 
storage warrant. We fiud morocver in 
those Regulations a proviso that if the oil 
included ia a warrant be remaved (as it 
may ba nt the ownor's option) in several lots, 
the emonnls removed on each occasion shali 
bo indorsed upon the watrant. This war- 
rant for goods then. is clearly 5 most im- 
portant document, and indesd for commar- 
cial purposes may almost bo regarded as 
equivalent to-te gooda themselvos, Noi 
we should not naturally have expected that 
papers. of such value would have been placed 
at the free disposul of employés alleged to be 
of such an inferior grado. “But the Appel- 
lante admit that their warratits, though at 
other times kept in their gafe, were in fact 
usually intrusted to their Chinamen as 


‘fioon as ever the oil to which they related 


began to be delivered—that is to say, that 
these stornge certificates withont which no 
delivery could possibly have been obtained 
by any one, wera udmitkedly abandoned to 
Chinese. custody. In the second place, 
some. of tha indorsementa on the warranta 
record deliveries of oil which might easily 
heve been identified os having been made 
on the -sigastares of Chinamen, Yet 
Edwards, whose nutherity to represent the 
appotlant firm ia not-danied, did not object 
to the deliveries so recorded, when he wag 
taking out the remaining oases under tho 
same warrantg, although before signing 
orders for delivery it [s'-clear that ha must 
have roforrod to tho warrants to ascertain 
from tha only available evidence, haw 
many cases wore left, Lustly, the delivery 
orders signed by Chinamen bear above the 
signature ths stamps of tha Appellant! 
firm.-the vory same strmps that appears 
on other orders signed by Edwards, and 
admiltedly valid. - 

From these three facte, namely, tho 
control of the warrants, the long conrse of 
deliveries mado on certain signatures, and 
duly recorded on tho warrants, but never 
sorplained of, and the unchecked use of 
the firm stamp, the legal presumption ia 
that there wae in. fact authority to repre. 
sent the Appeilmt firm. And this being 
so, theso who-aifege that in the onse of 
members of a particalar nation the mera 
fact of their nationality ia sufficient to ex- 
sinde such a preanmption, must prove to 
the court that grounds exist for recogniz-
